Status of the Application 

Claims 31-32, 35-39 are pending.

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although the prior art 
discloses human serine proteases, the Examiner has found no teaching or suggestion in the prior art 
directed to the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 12 or a method of screening for modulators of a polypeptide 
comprising SEQ ID NO:12. Therefore, claims 31-32, 35-39 directed to an in vitro method of screening 
for agents that can regulate the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 12 are allowable over the prior art of record.
